‘REORGANIZATION 
PLAN IN CONGRESS 


President, Making Recom- 
mendations, Asks for Re- 
enactment of Act. With- 


out Exemptions.

WASHINGTON, April 11.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt sent to Congress to- 
day his fourth and final plan for 
reorganization of the executive 
branch of the Government, whicn 
he said would result in an annual 
saving of $300,000. 

The Reorganization Act of 1939 
will automatically expire Jan. 20 
next year, and, in a message to Con- 
gress, the President strongly recom- 


mended the re-enactment of this 
law without exemption, explaininz 
that “the structure and manage- 
ment of our Government, like the 
activities and services it performs, 
must be kept abreast of social and 
economic change.” 

The final proposal today consti- 
tuted a victory for former Gov. 
Gifford Pinchot of Pennsylvania in 
that it left the Forestry Service in 
the Department of Agriculture. The 
President and Secretary of the In- 
terior Ickes had planned«to pnt 
this service back into the Interfor 
Department from which it had n 
transferred during the adminis 
tion of Theodore Roosevelt. In the 
recent controversy, Pinchot, a for- 
mer Federal forester, charged that 
the Interior Department had bun- 
gled the job of administration be- 
fore and implied the same thing 
would happen if the service were 
put under Secretary Ickes. 


Sets Rumors at Rest. 


In making public the latest plan, 
Stephen Early, White House secre- 
tary, announced that it was the 
final proposal of the President. 
This announcement was made, he 
said, to set at rest rumors through- 
out the departments that other 
changes were contemplated. 

Under the law, the plan will 
become effective within 60 days 
unless both Houses by majority 
/ votes disapprove it. This indicates 
that the administration expects 
Congress to stay in session at least 
‘until June 12. If Congress wished 
to expedite adjournment, however, 
it could arrange an indirect vote 
on the proposal through the rejec- 
tion of a disapproving resolution 
which would pave the way for im- 
mediate effectiveness of the plan. 
This procedure was followed on 
one of the earlier plans. 

Early said he knew of no admin- 
istration move to expedite -effec- 
tiveness. 

Most Important Changes. 


The plan proposed relates to in- 
terdepartmental changes. The most 
important are as follows: 

1. Putting the Civil Aeronautics 
Authority “within the framework” 
of the Commerce Department, with 
the administrator reporting directly 
to the Secretary of Commerce. The 
board will take over the functions 
of the accident investigation work 
heretofore performed by the Air 
Safety Board, which the plan abol- 
ishes. 

2. Transfer of the Weather Bu- 
reau from’ the Department of Agri- 
culture to Commerce, “to permit 
better co-ordination of Government 
activities relating to aviation and 
commerce generally, without in any 
way lessening the bureau’s contri- 
bution to agriculture.” 

3. Transfer of the Pure Food and 
Drug Administration from Agricul- 
ture to Federal Security agency, 
where it will be a separate unit yet 
permit greater co-ordination with 
the Public Health Service. 

4. Transfer to the Interior De-

BUCHAREST, April 11 (AP)— 
Large numbers of Soviet Russian 
troop reinforcements were reported 
today to have moved into the Odes- 
sa region from the North. Odessa, 
on the Black Sea, lies about 25 
miles from the Rumanian Bess- 


arabia border. 

The reports, reaching this capital 
from the frontier region, could not 
be confirmed on this side of the 
border. The advices pictured the 
Russian forces as veteran troops, 
many of whom had fought in Fin- 


land. 

Russia lost Bessarabia to Ru- 
mania in the post-World War ter- 
ritorial changes and has never re- 
nounced its claim to it. 

The Rumanian Government is- 
sued a decree that all national de- 
fense factories must immediately 
store supplies for use in case of 
general mobilization. Supplies must 
be sufficient for 15 days, the decree 
said. 

An embargo was put on export 
of sunflower seeds to Germany, 
which previously has bought al- 
most the entire Rumanian crop to 
replace her deficiency in fats.

ALLIES VIEW BALKAN 
SITUATION AS GRAVE 


ISTANBUL, April 11 (AP).—Fear 
that Germany may move into 
Southeastern Europe to obtain vital 
oi] and food supplies, freely ex- 
pressed throughout the Balkans, 
has been heightened by the admis- 
sion of British and French offi- 
cials in the Near East that the 
Allied Forces there are unprepared 
—atthe present—to offer effective 
resistance, 

These officials, interviewed on a 
3000-mile trip through the Near 
East, say their army is far from 
ready. 

These reasons are given here for 
the gravity with which the Allies 
now regard the situation in South- 
eastern Europe: 

1. The British-French armies in 
the Levant, while strongeough to 
defend that region, are not ready 


from their bases. 

2. The maximum force which 
now can be sent out of Syria, 
Palestine and Egypt is 200,000 men, 
which is nothing compared to the 
army Germany can throw into the 
Balkans. Facilities for transport- 
ing an adequate army into the Bal- 
kans and maintaining a flow of 
supplies are’ far from sufficient. 


3. The Allied air fleets in the 
Near East are still too weak to 
cope with the German air force, 
which could destroy possible land- 
ing ports while an expeditionary 
force was proceeding. 

Turkey suddenly adopted a policy 
of greater caution toward Germany 
as the authorities ordered the press 
to discontinue bitter attacks on 
the Reich. Official quarters said 
that Turkey’s basic policy of friend- 
ship toward Britain and France 
was unchanged, but they stressed 
that the alliance with the Allies 
was designed to take Turkey into 
the war only if its own security 
were threatened. 

Up the Danube at Budapest, re- 
sponsible sources asserted Germany 
is expected to send gunboats down 
the river to protect its commerce 
from “sabotage,” an action which 
would be explained by the Nazis 
as necessary to strengthen local 
police along the river. 

Typical of the belief throughout 
Southeastern Europe that German 
action is possible soon in this area 
was an editorial in the Budapest 
newspaper Magyarsag, saying “it 
is no longer doubtful that German 
action will also extend to the 
Southeast and all indications point 
to the fact that preparations for 
such action already are in full 
swing.” 


Nazi-Russian Demand on Rumania 
to State Attitude Reported. 


NEW YORK, April 11 (AP). — 
Radio Roma, the official Italian 
shortwave station, reported in a 
broadcast picked up last night by 
CBS that Germany and Russia had 
called on Rumania to express its 
attitude on recent developments in 
the international situation.

LONDON, April 11 (AP).—The 
British Government announced to- 
day that heavy damage was in- 
flicted on German bombers which 
yesterday and last night raided a 
convoy off Scotland and attacked 
Scapa Flow and other places in the 
Orkney Islands. 

The Air Ministry, in summarizing 
operations against the Germans on 
various fronts, said Germany had 
‘lost 19 planes since Sunday, while 
the British had lost six.

Matters' now under negotiation 
between the city and the Terminal 
Railroad Association will be taken 


up by the city Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment at its next 
meeting, either tomorrow or Tues- 
day. After that, Mayor Bernard 
F. Dickmann wrote yesterday to 
President Philip J. Watson Jr. of 
the Terminal, it will be time for a 
meeting between 
city and of the Terminal, such as 
Watson has requested. 

The Mayor indicated in his let- 
ter that the new smoke elimina- 
tion ordinance, as it affects the 
Terminal Association, would - not 
be a subject for extended discus- 
sion. He said “no useful purpose 
would be served” by an exchange 
of views as to legal questions con- 
nected with the smoke ordinance, 
or by the presence of counsel at 
any conference on that subject. 

The things which the Mayor does 
propose to discuss with the Ter- 
minal officials, with a view to final 
settlement, after the Board of Esti- 
mate has formulated its policy, are 
the pending exchange of uses of 
Eads and Municipal Bridges, and 
the removal of levee elevated 
tracks along the site of the river- 
front Memorial Park. 

Reply to Watson on Smoke. 

In his letter to Watson, the Mayor 
referred to the discussion between 
the Terminal president and James 
L. Ford Jr., chairman of the city 
Smoke Elimination Committee, as 
to cost of smokeless operation of 
Terminal locomotives. The Mayor 
wrote: 

“If it is the desire of the Ter- 
minal Railroad Association, as your 
letter stoutly professes it to be, to 
co-operate with the city in its pro- 
gram of smoke elimination, then 
there should be no legal obstacles 
to the realization of that desire and 
to putting it to practical applica- 
tion and operation. 

“I think it is immaterial whether 
you or Mr. Ford have arrived at the 
correct figure in estimating the cost 
to the Terminal of compliance with 
the smoke elimination ordinance. 
While I am willing to concede that 
perhaps compliance may impose up- 
on the Terminal some hardship, at 
the same time, I know it will im- 
pose as great a hardship, in propor- 
tion, upon every person who is com- 
pelled to observe the requirements 
of the ordinance. Hardships in in- 
dividual cases, however, cannot op- 
erate as a deterrent to the ener- 
getic pursuit of a program or pol- 
icy so manifestly designed to pro- 
mote the health and general wel- 
fare of the city and its inhabitants. 

“While it may cost you some 
money to comply with the terms 
of the ordinance, at the same time, 
the realization of the objectives of 
the smoke elimination ordinance 
will be attended with benefits to 
you aside from the improvement 
in your public relations, which your 
desire to co-operate, if carried into 
effect, will most certainly promote. 
I venture the prediction that, if we 
have the wholehearted co-operation 
of all the citizens in St. Louis, 
corporate and natural alike, in 
the elimination of smoke, there 
will not be one person among 
them, and this includes the Ter- 
minal, who will not be grateful for 
the -accomplishment. Compliance, 
however, must be positive, and not 
contingent upon the performance 
of any contract which might be en- 
tered into by any person or group 
of persons.” 

The Mayor then referred to the 
bridge exchange and track remov- 
al matters, saying that the former 
was considered briefly by the Board 
of Estimate Tuesday, and would be 
considered further at the next 
meeting.

2. Norway—German troops pro- 
ceeded “on schedule” yesterday, 
occupying Elverum in the fore- 
noon, consolidating positions at 
Oslo and along Oslo Fjord and de- 
stroying three British destroyers 
and severely damaging another in 
an attempt to take Narvik. Ber- 
gen and Drontheim (Trondheim) 
“are firmly in German hands.” 
(Stockholm advices said Norwe- 
gian troops had recaptured Ha- 
mar, 60 miles north of Oslo, and 
driven the Germans south from 
Elverum, 20 miles east.) 


3. Air—German planes patrol- 
ling the North Sea hit a British 
destroyer with “heaviest caliber air 
bombs” and in a raid on the Scapa 
Flow region put out of commission 
one anti-aircraft and one search- 
light battery. A British chaser was 
shot down and two German planes 
are missing. British planes  car- 
ried the air war to Norway and 
attacked the Airport of Stavanger, 
now occupied by German air 
forces, “withovt success.” 

4. DNB, official German news 
agency, in a special bulletin re- 
ported that the German army at 
Bergen had confiscated five British 
steamers loaded to capacity with 
cannon, machine-guns, munitions 
and other war materials. These 
seizures, it contended, showed that 
the British had planned to land 
expeditionary forces at Bergen and 
other points. 

No War on Norway, Nazis Say. 

In their review of the situation 
in general, authorized Germans as- 
serted the Berlin Government was 
not at war with Norway. (Norwe- 
gian Foreign Minister Halvdan 
Koht on the contrary was quoted 
as saying that Norway was at war 
with Germany.) 

The Nazis said there was con- 
fusion as to the precise status of 
the Nerwegian Government. 

“Most of the legal Government.” 
according to reports received in 
Berlin,” it was said, “is somewhere 
on the Swedish border. 


“This Government now seems to 
be somewhat in the position of 
the former Polish Government 
when it fled to the Rumanian bor- 
der—that is, completely out of touch 
with the Norwegian people and 
state. 

“At the same time discussions 
between the German Minister to 
Norway, Kurt Brauer, and King 
Haakon cannot be described as 
broken off. 

“The best description is that up 
to now there have been discussions 
without positive result. There is a 


possibility they may be resumed.” 
The Germans said that in Oslo 
and other occupied regions co-oper- 
ation between the Germans and 
Norwegians was proceeding with- 
out incident. They denied that the 
Norwegian army had been mobi- 
lized, stating that “that would be 
foolish as under the most favor- 
able circumstances the Norwegians 
would be outnumbered completely.” 
Norway's Minister remained in 
Berlin and German officials said 
he was maintaining normal contact 
with the German Government. Only 
this morning, it was said, he asked 
the German Foreign Office to send 
coded dispatches to his Government 
because the usual communication 
lines were interrupted.

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MORE STEEL JOBS 
SAYS C.K. HOOK 


Manufacturer Tells Eco- 
nomic Committee Em- 
ployment Rose by 117,- 
000 in 10 Years.

WASHINGTON, April 11.—After 
the introduction of the strip mill 
in 1927, employment in the steel 
industry increased by 117,000 men 
in 10 years, according to = 


this morning before the Temporary 
National Economic Committee by 
Charles R. Hook, president of the 
American Rolling Mill Co., Middle- 
town, O. 
“As a former mill worker my- 
self,” the witness commented, “I 
speak from personal experience 
when I say that work on the old- 
style hand mill was one of the most 
arduous and difficult of any in the 
steel industry. The continuous mills, 
wherever they have been installed, 
have completely eliminated all of 
the difficult and taxing phases of 
work in the rolling mills.” 
The American Rolling Mill Co. 
owns basic patents fur the con- 
tinuous rolling mills, and all plants 
making use of the _ invention 
throughout the country, to the num- 
ber of 27 mills in 12 companies, 
operate under its leases. The same 
is true of two companies each in 
Germany and England. 

Philip Murray to: Testify. 

In reply to Hook there appeared 
later in the day Philip Murray, 
chairman of the Steel Workers’ 
Organizing Committee. Murray was 
expected to testify that his union 
not only does not oppose technolog- 
ical changes, but conducts a school 
for teaching its members to under- 
take the necessary adjustments of 
skill. But he would maintain, it 
was said, that the strip mill has 
destroyed jobs for 84,770 workers, 
and that it is the duty of Govern- 
ment to compensate for the ruin, 
individual and social, attendant on 
such improvements of mechanical 
technique. 

Hook disputed a claim that strip 
mills have displaced between 80,000 
and 90,000 workers, If all the hand 
mills in existence were running at 
capacity in three-shift operations, 
he said, they could use only 43,000 
workers, Out of an original 1264 
such mills, he declared, 750 are 
still being operated. 

He admitted that other jobs than 
those immediately concerned may 
be affected, such as plain passers, 
shearmen, bundlers, oilers, weighers, 
picklers and cranemen. With the 
continuous mill, the witness con- 
tended, most of this work holds 
over and is even enlarged, while 
Many new jobs are created for 
bearing setters and helpers, welders 
and recoil and stitcher operators. 

32 Pct. Wage Increase, 

“Since 1926,” said Hook, “average 
earnings of workers in the steel 
industry have increased from 63.6 
to 84.7 cents an hour, a gain of 32 
per cent. Meanwhile, there has 
also been a substantial shortening 
of hours of work.” 

Clamor against advances of man- 
ufacturing techniques has a his- 
tory 150 years old, Hook continued, 
and asserted that on a long-view 
basis “the charges have been shown 
by subsequent events to be un- 
founded and fallacious.” The pe- 
riod required for the reabsorption 
of workers temporarily displaced, 
he said, has always depended on 
general business conditions. It has 
been brief, he declared, when there 
existed an unrestricted flow of cap- 
ital; and protracted when, as now, 
the time “epre of economic depres- 
sion. 

Senator O’Mahoney (Dem.), Wy- 
oming, chairman of the TNEC, in- 
terjected that the fundamental 
problem is how to shift to indus- 
try the burden of effecting such ad- 
justments, which the Government 
can assume only by running into 
debt. 

Jobs in Building Machines. 

Hook replied that the building of 
equipment for 27 strip mills rep- 
resented an investment of $500,000,- 
000 and jobs for thousands of work- 
ers before the mills came into op- 
eration. 

The witness laid stress on ad- 
vantages alleged to have accrued 
to the consumer through adoption 
of the strip mill. The new process 
had made accessible a product con-

ernments.

There has been, no greater im- 
pediment to the blockade of Ger- 
many than this Norwegian corri- 
dor. It was so in the last war and 
has been so in'this war. The Brit- 
ish Navy has been forced to watch 
an endless procession of German 
and neutral ships carrying contra- 
band of all kinds to Germany 
which at any moment it could have 
stopped.\|.. 

Recalls Trouble in World War. 

During the last war, when we 
were associated with the United 
States, the Allies felt themselves 
so deeply prejudiced by this cov- 
ered way, then being chiefly used 
by U-boats setting out on their 
marauding expeditions, that the

Report on British Operations. 
.. + I now address myself to the 
question I believe has been asked 
in some quarters—what ig the 
navy doing?... 

When on Sunday night the news 
was received from our air recon- 
naissances over the whole of the 
North Sea that German battle 
cruisers with a number of other 
cruisers and vessels and destroy- 
ers were at sea and moving north- 
wards, the Commander-in-Chief 
put to sea to find them and bring 
them to action. 

At the same time, independent of 
this, a strong British naval force 
was approaching Narvik in order 
to lay a mine field off the. Nor- 
wegian coast. The mine field was 
laid according to plan at daylight 
on Monday night. The task of 
minelaying was accomplished and 
they withdrew in order to avoid the 
risk of any collision with Nor- 
wegian war vessels. ... 

One of the destroyers of this 
northern force that went to lay 
mines lost a man overboard on 
Sunday afternoon and stayed be- 
hind some time to pick him up. 
This destroyer, the Glowworm, was 
proceeding northwards to rejoin 
its force when at 8 o’clock Monday 
morning she saw first one and 
then two enemy destroyers, which 
she engaged. She then reported 
an unknown enemy ship before her 
to the northward. 

These incidents came to us one 
by one at few minutes intervals as 
they occurred but the last message 
ended abruptly and we can only 
conclude that the Glowworm has 
been sunk by greatly superior forc- 
es of the enemy which she had en- 
countered. ... Since then fighting 
has been continued night and day 
without stop. 

... It is going on now—a wide- 
ly dispersed but none the less gen- 
eral action between a large num- 
ber of German ships and aircraft 
and such forces as we are able to 
have there... . 


German Forces Evade Trap. 

During Monday morning it 
looked as if the enemy forces which 
sank the Glowworm would be 
caught between our forces but they 
got away. 

On Tuesday, the fleet was cruis- 
ing to the south about the level 
of Bergen when during the after- 
noon it was attacked continuously 
by German aircraft... 

Two cruisers were slightly dam- 
aged by air missiles but that did 
not interfere at all with their work 
and they are still with the fleet. 

One very heavy bomb hit the 
flagship Rodney but her’ very 
strong deck armor resisted the im- 
pact successfully. So far as the 
structure of our men-of-war is con- 
cerned, this must be considered sat- 
isfactory. 

The cruiser Aurora which was 
joining the fleet was subjected to 
five diving bombing attacks which 
were pressed with courage but 
which all failed. The destroyer 
Gurkha, which was escorting the 
Aurora, was hit. She listed very 
heavily and sank after four or five 
hours. But almost all of her crew 
were rescued. 

The same afternoon the destroy- 
er Zulu sank a German U-boat 
off the Orkneys. 


_ Battle in Snowstorm. 

Meanwhile, far to the north off 
Narvik at daybreak on Tuesday 
morning Renown, one of our battle 
cruisers, perceived Scharnhorst and 
a 10,000-ton Hipper class cruiser 
which had evidently gone up with 
the force the day before. 

They were seen in the distance 
dimly amidst snowstorms of a tem- 
pestuous day. The sea was running 
very high and gales were blowing 
furiously but our battle cruiser 
opened fire at 18,000 yards and aft- 
er three minutes the enemy replied. 
The enemy almost immediately 
turned away and after nine min- 
utes the Renown observed hits for- 
ward of the superstructure of the 
German battle cruiser. 

Thereafter her whole armory 
stopped firing but later after hav-

Hipper threw a smoke 
screen to cover Scharnhorst and 
Renown opened fire upon Hipper, 
which turned away and both ships 
retired at high speed, Hipper dodg- 
ing the fire which became intermit- 
tent.

Fierce Fight in Fjord. 

Coming to a fierce fight in Nar- 
vik fjord there were combatants 
knocked out on each side in fierce 
fighting worthy of any in records 
which are preserved and treated 
with respect in the long history of 
the navy. 

What we aimed at was the de- 
struction of store ships as well as 
the crippling of the enemy forces. 
On the way back we are told two 
destroyers who were escorting their 
wounded comrade out of the fjord 
unpursued by the enemy met the 
Ravensfeld full of reserve ammu- 
nition with which I suppose it was 
intended to turn Narvik into a kind 
of Gibraltar. At any rate, this shiv 
was blown up and we must regard 
this as simplifying our task. 

Now I come to Wednesday. Here 
a very determined attack was made 
by three waves of the Royal Air 
Force who flew in every direction 
for reconnaissance, for attack and 
for protection of the navy... . 
Two waves of the R. A. F. of 12 
planes each attacked two German 
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cruisers in Bergen Fjord . which 
were covering German troops who 
were landed there. One of these 
light cruisers was hit and we have 
not seen anything of her since... . 
On Wednesday at dusk the fleet 
air arm came onto the scene for 
the first time in this war, when 16 
aircraft which are perhaps not of 
the latest pattern flew from. the 
Orkneys and attacked the remain- 
ing cruiser in Bergen which was 
moored alongside.

X-RAY TUBE EQUAL 
TO ALL RADIUM IN 
U. S. IS DEVELOPED 


1,400,000-Volt Machine to Be 
Used in Measuring Intense 
Dosages. 


WASHINGTON, April 11 (AP).— 
The National Bureau of Standards 
and the General Electric Co. an- 
nounced today the creation of a 
1,400,000 volt X-ray tube—the most 
powerful in the world. 

The _ tube, 
inches above the chamber in which 
its effects will be studied, will dup- 
licate the activity of $150,000,000 
worth of radium, more than is now 
in use in the United States. 

Its immediate use will be in 
measuring intense X-ray dosages, 
said Dr. Lauriston 8S. Taylor, the 
bureau’s expert on X-ray radia- 
tion. 

During the last 20 years the bu- 
reau has standardized dosages— 
the strength of the X-ray beam 
plus the time of exposure—up to 
400,000 volts. 

The tube also will produce. arti- 
ficially radioactive substances 
which simulate the activity of ra- 
dium, by bombarding them with 
X-rays. Such substances, even

Germans Tie 
Denmark to 
War Economy 


Limit Food Sales and 
Use of Autos, Bar 
Alcohol, Black-Out 
Copenhagen. 


COPENHAGEN, April 11 (AP). 
—Denmark felt the pinch of a na- 
tion on a wartime basis today when 
the German occupation brought 
mounting restrictions and signs of 
more to come. 

With the sale of food restricted 
to four days’ supply and all private 
automobiles barred from the roads 
after 7 o’clock at night, the Gov- 
ernment party newspaper Social 
Democraten predicted: 

“We will have to miss coal and 
gasoline and, still more, there will 
be a shortage of many other 
goods,” 

A regulation which bore heavily 
on beer-drinking Danes was that 
prohibiting alcoholic beverages. Its 
aim, apparently, was to help avoid 
any clashes between Danish citizens 
and German soldiers, for Denmark 
has plentiful’ supplies of beer. 

Another prohibition stopped Den- 
mark’s. streamlined,  oil-burning 
train as an oil-conservation meas- 
ure. 

While many Danes took the oc- 
cupation of their country imper- 
turbably, the war that has caught 
them up was brought home wit4 
full force by air-raid restrictions 
which blacked out this once gav 
capital. Police called for 250 auxil- 
iaries to help during the blackout. 

Evidence of the thoroughness of 
German preparations was the sud- 
den appearance of hundreds of 
shaded blackout street lamps ‘simi- 
lar to those used in Berlin. 

Many restaurants were shut long 
before their usual midnight ‘closing 
time because their customers dwin- 
dled and, with the sale of alcohol 
prohibited, most night spots were 
closed altogether. 

Outwardly there were féw indica- 
tions of the presence of German 
troops, although certain sections of 
Copenhagen were blocked off ani, 
it was announced, two schoolhouses 
had been requisitioned for barracks.

The crucial point in every over- 
sea expedition is its maritime com- 
munications, in this case the great 
inlet between Norway and  Den- 
mark known as the Skagerrak. In- 
to this body of water the British 
fleet has fought its way, against 
the resistance of the German naval 
forces covering the communica- 
tions of the expeditionary army in 
Norway. There is no present 
means of estimating the respective 
strengths of the forces involved;

They have been, or 
are about to be reinforced by 
French ships; and are probably, 
but not certainly, superior to the 
Germans—certainly they will be as 
son as they can reinforce their ini- 
tial striking elements. 


Problem of Air Power. 


This is the main British effort, 
and if it is successful in defeat- 
ing the Germans and also in main- 
taining control of the Skagerrak, 
the position of the German troops 
in Norway immediately becomes 
critical.

Says in Dispatch From Rome.

ROME, April 7. 

N dealing with Hitler and Mus- 
| sotini—wnich is a synonym for 

saying with Germany and Italy— 
it is wise, according to experience, 
to ignore propaganda and to keep 
one’s eye fixed upon clear state- 
ments of policy and upon what 
these countries actually do. 

The strategy may vary from day 
to day, or it may be possible to 
read two meanings into a state- 
ment. For example, the anti- 
Comintern bloc has certain gone 
overboard; the Comintern, for po- 
litical usages, has become a world 
philosophy. But. behind the agita- 
tion against Russia and Commu- 
nism and behind Italian and Ger- 
man intervention in Spain was the 
intention of the Axis Powers: to 
break the Franco-Soviet pact, and 
that intention has been fulfilled. 

Propaganda in the totalitarian 
states grows out of policy, not pol- 
icy out of propaganda.

There is at present a tendency in 
certain circles to belittle the role of 
Italy and to treat her as though she 
were a real neutral whose position 
is not yet fixed. 

These circles find support in 
what appears to be a difference of 
attitude between the Foreign Min- 
ister Ciano, and the Duce. The 
former is described as anti-war and 
anti-German. It is said that he 
had his feelings seriously wounded 
b, Hitler during the interview that 
took place at Salzburg in August, 
and that since then he has repre- 
sented a pro-Ally or at least a 
strictly neutral attitude in the Gov- 
ernment councils. 

This may be so. But there have 
been differences between Mussolini 
and his Ministers before, and in 
the end they have all been resolved 
according to the decision of Musso- 
lini, and according to his decision 
alone. 

The policy of Italy has been laid 
down and repeatedly confirmed. I+ 
is that Italy is not neutral. She 
is in alliance with Germany. Her 
role for the time being is to be non- 
belligerent. 


She will enter the war if and 


when the Duce deems it advisable 
or necessary; and for the time be- 
ing she will give every possible dip- 
lomatic and political assistance to 
Germany.

Everything may change. in a 
changing world, but there is no in- 
dication that this policy has yet 
changed. It encounters certain dif- 
ficulties of a military, political and 
economic nature. These necessitate 
shrewd strategy. 


The whole situation of Italy ought 
to suggest keeping on the best pos- 
sible terms with the largest num- 
ber of Powers as long as she is non- 
belligerent. 


Since her part in the war is be- 
ing conducted at the present time 
in the fields of politics and diplo- 
macy, she needs as much elbow 
room as possible. She wants to keep 
for herself the greatest possible 
freedom of action in all fields, par- 
ticularly in the economic field, 
where she is vulnerable, 


Against the British blockade it is 
useful for her to emphasize her neu- 
trality, to hold out hopes from time 
to time that non-belligerency may 
become real neutrality, or even neu- 
trality benevolent to the Allies. 


For this purpose Foreign Minis- 
ter Ciano is very useful. So are 
a great number of other people who 
are sincerely and articulately anti- 
German: a large part of the aris- 
tocracy, numerous prominent north- 
ern industrialists, the upper class- 
es, perhaps generally the Vatican, 
and even the population at large, 
in the opinion of objective observ- 
ers. 


But the aristocracy plays no role 
whatsoever in the Italy that was 
founded and is controlled by a revo- 
lutionist. 


The industrialists are tied hand 
and foot to the Government, not the 
Government to the industrialists. 


The Vatican has more influence 
than it has had in Italy for gen- 
erations, Pius XII is the most pop- 
ular Pope and the only Roman to 
sit in the chair of St. Peter for

sels. 

Cheering France and Great Brit- 
ain and booing the aggressors, the 
crowd sang patriotic songs includ- 
ing the “Marseillaise,” but as no 
one appeared on the balcony of 
either Embassy, the students slowe 
ly dispersed. 

An attempt to hold a similar 
demonstration before the German 
Embassy was frustrated as gend- 
armes, blocked the thoroughfares 
leading to the German Embassy. 


Despite this sympathetic attitude 
of the students toward the Allied 
cause, Government quarters in 
Brussels are still perturbed over 
developments in the Scandinavian 
countries and apparently are de- 
termined to maintain neutrality at 
all costs. Belgium’s fear seems to 
be caused not by the imminence o 
a German attack but by the pos-™ 
sibility that the Allies may urge 
them to appeal for assistance im- 
mediately.

mark and Norway should be designated as belliger- 
ents, in view of the fact that they had declared them- 
selves neutrals until attacked by greatly superior 
force. Their technical status may be unsettled, but 
there can be no doubt whatever that these countries’ 
waters are now in the war zone. With the greatest 
sea fight of the war raging off Scandinavia, with 
the region full of naval vessels, submarines, bomb- 
ing planes and mines, it is a zone from which all 
American shipping should be barred. The President's 
prompt proclamation to that effect was in order. 

The President has already issued sweeping orders 
designed to prevent the taking over of Danish and 
Norwegian resources in this country by the Nazis. 
No doubt, this action will also serve as a guide in 
the matter of loans. 

Credits certainly should not be extended to the 
Scandinavians in the knowledge that they will fall 
into Nazi hands and be used for Nazi purposes. 

Such loans probably would never be repaid, and it 
seems certain that a poll of the American people 
would show them overwhelmingly opposed to their 
extension. 

Hence the administration’s waiting policy, which 
applies also to the loan of $15,000,000 to Sweden, now 
facing a grave threat of attack. 

“Stop, look and listen” is a sound rule in these crit- 
ical days. Observing it conscientiously is a good 
way to carry out the objective of the neutrality leg- 
islation: keeping the country out of war. 
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Nebraska’s eloquent Burke is probably also con- 
vinced that the age of chivalry has gone blouie. 
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A NEW DAY FOR ST. CHARLES. 

How things have changed out in St. Charles! For 
years on end, proposals to build a municipal electric 
plant didn’t have a look-in. The subject was a bitter 
issue in every municipal campaign. But now, by 
unanimous vote, the City Council has called for a 
special election May 4 on a $600,000 bond issue for 
such a plant, and prospects are considered excellent 
for its passage. 

What has caused this change in,the St. Charles sit- 
uation? The fact that the Union Electric Co. of 
Missouri has retired from the political field there, 
or rathér, has been forced out of it. The blinding 
light of publicity showed how Union Electric had 
engaged in various political shenanigans in St. 
Charles, including even the planting of an anti- 
municipal ownership propagandist on one of the local 
newspapers. One result is a suit by the county’s 
Prosecuting Attorney for forfeiture of the company’s 
charter, under the Missouri Corrupt Practices Act. 

There can be no doubt that Union Electric’s under- 
handed tactics were responsible for the defeat of the 
two previous bond-issue proposals. Now, the people 
of St. Charles, having elected a Council that is sol- 
idly for the project, will have a chance to vote on 
mun:cipal ownership in an unhampered election, and 
to end the utility’s strangehold on their community. 
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Then, too, the airplane doesn’t have to dodge the 
drunken pedestrian. 
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MR. McKITTRICK AND CRIMINAL CODE REFORM. 

One thing which Roy McKittrick has done time 
and again during his eight years as Attorney-Gen- 
eral of Missouri is to direct attention to the need 
for reform in the State’s legal machinery for prose- 
cuting violators of law. Mr. McKittrick knows that 
many statutory provisions hobble the State in its 
war on professional criminals. More often and more 
persistently than any other elective office holder, 
he has called out for correction. 

This week Kansas City’s Baptist Alliance request- 
ed Mr. McKittrick to take over the duties of the 
discredited Pendergast Prosecuting Attorney of 
Jackson County, W. W. Graves Jr., whose ouster 
has been recommended in a Commissioner’s report 
to the Missouri Supreme Court. The Attorney-Gen- 
eral would like to comply with the request, but he 
cannot. The law will not permit him to take this 
step asked of him by the Kansas City residents. 

But it is not because Mr. McKittrick has not urged 
a change in the law to enable the Attorney-General 
to provide prosecuting facilities, pending the re- 
moval of an unfit Prosecutor. He has recommend- 
ed this change repeatedly only to have the Legisla- 
ture ignore it. 

As a result, Mr. Graves, who is virtually out of of- 
fice, hangs on officially, and the Attorney-General is 
powerless to give Kansas City the help which proper- 
ly is expected from the State’s chief legal officer. 

Here is a condition which the Legislature to be 
elected this year should correct. And when it has 
corrected this, it can go on to the long overdue mod- 
ernization of the criminal code. That will be a must 
task until it is accomplished.

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DANGER STALKS THE PHI BETA KAPPAS. 

That was a startling piece of news in the paper 
that the Phi Beta Kappas were raising a “defense 
fund.” Most of us had fondly supposed that the 
Phi Beta Kappas didn’t have an enemy in the world. 
They -have been regarded, we believe, as an inof- 
fensive, well behaved group of people—the kind of 
people, for example, that a census taker delights to 
meet up with. Yet danger threatens. They find it 
necessary to barricade their altars and their fires. 

As everyone knows, there never can be many Phi 
Beta Kappas. They are as scarce as the few, the 
immortal names that were not born to die. They 
blaze a trail across the campus with the midnight 
oil. They toil and they spin, and in due time enter 
the circle of the chosen, where each is rewarded with 
that emblem of scholarship, that badge of superiority, 
the golden key. It might be muttered, perhaps, that 
they add very little to the gaiety of things. What 
of it? No one is more allergic to frivolity than a 
Phi Beta Kappa. For him life is real, life is earnest. 
But whom can these admirable folks have antag- 
onized? It can’t be the Christian Front. Let Pan- 
jandrum Pelley of the Silver Shirts also be ab- 
solved. Ah! There’s always the ubiquitous and 
omnipresent scapegoat, the Communist. Are we get- 
ting warm? "Twere futile to deny that the Phi Beta 
Kappa does have an aura of superiority. And that, 
of course, makes a Communist see red. The high

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ROOSEVELT AND DEWEY. 

The presidential preferential primary in Illinois 
seems to boil down to this: the dashing young Prose- 
cutor from metropolitan New York is the choice of 
the farmers and dwellers in the small towns, while 
the rural squire and gentleman ‘farmer of Krum 
Elbow. Dutchess County, is the one and only of the 
city boys. 

Probe around in the results and they reveal: 

That, taking the vote of the State as a whole, Mr. 
Rooseyelt led Mr. Dewey by 200,000 or more; that 
final returns will probably show that he received ap- 
proximately as many votes as Mr. Dewey and Mr. 
Garner combined. 

That in Cook County, which includes Chicago and 
more than half the population of Illinois, Mr. Roose- 
velt practically doubled the Dewey vote and piled 
up some 250,000 more than Mr. Dewey and the 
Vice-President received together. 

But that downstate—all Illinois outside Cook 
County—Mr. Dewey led the President by 75,000 or 
more, in fact, even collected considerably more votes 
than the President and his 1932 and 1936 running 
mate would have had in common if their totals had 
been merged. ; 

This last result has already raised Republican hopes 
of carrying Illinois in November. These hopes are 
further encouraged by .the fact that the total Re- 
publican primary vote this year is expected to reach 
about 1,000,000 as against 800,000 two years ago, while 
the Democratic total will be down about 300,000 from 
the record Democratic high of 1,744,000 in 1938. 

The primary of 1936—the last presidential year— 
offers a different basis of comparison. On that oc- 
casion the Republicans polled slightly more than 
1,000,000—or about their strength Tuesday—while 
the Democrats ijn 1936 mustered 1,600,000, some 
200,000 more than they polled this week. 

Certain Republican victory in Illinois in Novem- 
ber .cannot be read into these figures. For while 
they do not mean that many persons who voted 
Democratic in the primary may not support the 
Republican ticket in November, they show that the 
200,000 or more primary votes which the Repub- 
licans hoped to gain back, on the basis of the 1936 
primary vote, did not materialize. 

In other words, judging by the Illinois returns, 
Mr. Dewey, while he may not be riding off in op- 
posite directions, is out in front and running behind 
at one and the same time. 
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VETO OF AN ANTI-ALIEN BILL. 

President Roosevelt has properly vetoed the alien 
deportation bill of Representative Starnes. 

Both of the President’s criticisms of the bill are 
sound. The penalties. set up for alien spies and 
saboteurs are not needed. Existing law provides for 
hearings for such offenders who are aliens; as the 
President pointed out, the Secretary of Labor has 
authority to order deportations. 

As for applying such a punishment to alien drug 
addicts, that, obviously, to use Mr. Roosevelt's de- 
scription, is “too harsh” a penalty. A nation with 
the humanitarian principles of the United States can 
find a better way to treat aliens who have fallen 
victim to narcotics than to bundle them off. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s veto of this bill should discourage 
the campaign for similar alien harassment and mili- 
tary disaffection bills, a whole crop of which is now 
pending in Congress. They are not needed, and their 
passage could only reflect prejudice and jitters.

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FREEDOM AS USUAL FOR ICELAND. 

Now that Denmark has been wiped off the map 
of the world’s independent nations, what becomes 
of Iceland? With typical Scandinavian calm, the 
people of that island in the North Atlantic go on 
much as before. Denmark is not the mother coun- 
try of Iceland, but rather its sister nation. The 
Icelanders, proud possessors of the world’s oldest 
Parliament, established in the year 930, became a 
free and sovereign state in 1918, by virtue of a 
treaty with Denmark, united to that country only 
by having a common King, and by management of 
its foreign affairs from Copenhagen. 

Now Iceland’s Parliament, in view of the Nazi oc- 
cupation of Denmark, has taken over full control 
of foreign relations. This power would probably have 
been asked by the people in a referendum scheduled 
for this year, and Denmark was expected to accept 
the change when the treaty expired in 1943. 

Iceland itself, by no means so frigid and barren 
a land as its name suggests, would be a rare asset 
to the Nazis in challenging Britain’s rule of the 
seas, provided they could get possession of it. It 
automatically becomes a duty of the British fleet 
to protect Iceland—and also Greenland, which is a 
Danish colony—from the now remote possibility of 
a German raid. Iceland, an isolated section of Scan- 
dinavia, hopes to maintain its independence, and 
to preserve the high traditions of peace and free- 
dom which have for centuries animated all the de- 
scendants of the Vikings. 
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“War is dirt, bloodshed, illness, sorrow and horror,” 
says Mrs. Roosevelt.

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AN EXAMPLE FOR MISSOURI.

Since men and 
issues must be chosen and projected within 
the dimensions of this problem, and this 
problem alone, a reminder of what it is may 
not be untimely. 

Before 1932, the vast majority of the va- 
rious national social and economic groups, 
with the exception of the Southern whites 
and Negro voters, was horizontally distrib- 
uted in the major parties. Since that time, 
the group voting has been vertical, with the 
vast majorities piled atop ane another to 
make up the super-majority that has sup- 
ported the New Deal. 

The Negro voters in great numbers moved 

over to the Democratic standard, along with 
the farm, organized labor and white-collar 
group votes in 1932. The Southern whites 
remained. The combination, in numbers and 
power, grew great enough in 1936 to carry 
all but two states and give to President 
Roosevelt a plurality over Gov. Alfred M. 
Landon of nearly 11,000,000. 
The 1940 campaign problem of the Re- 
publicans is to get back a majority of the 
Negro, farm and white-collar votes and 
a much larger percentage of the organized 
labor vote. If it does this, and the rest of 
the so-called middle class registers as it ap- 
parently did in the 1938 elections, the Re- 
publicans will win. Otherwise, definitely not.

This is the situation which confronts the 
challengers. And it will not be different re- 
gardless of the names of the nominees and 
the nature of the issues. 

The New Deal was put in power by an 
amazing vertical composite, because there 
was great distress and dissatisfaction in the 
country in 1932, and people were voting 
against, not for. In the two subsequent 
elections, people voted for, not against, the 
attraction being Mr. Roosevelt. In 1938, sec- 
tions of the farm, white-collar and Negro 
groups moved back onto the Republican pil- 
lar, but not in sufficient number to win a 
presidential election. 

In other days, while labor, farming, white- 
collar and various group majorities threw 
the greater portion of their strength to one 
ticket or the other, all the groups were heav- 
ily represented in the ranks of the defeat- 
ed party. From 1932 to 1938, the group pre- 
ponderances in one party, the Democratic, 
were closer to totality than ever before.

ful in terms of legislation and as an as- 
surance of limited tenure in the presidential 
office. While social and economic groups 
got many thinjs they wanted of the politi- 
cians, their success in terms of bounties 
was not comparable to what they have ob- 
tained since 1932. 

To appreciate the consequences, in elec- 
toral terms, of a redistribution of these 
‘groups in 1940, it is only necessary to ex- 
amine certain population statistics. Take 
first the Negroes, who three times voted 
overwhelmingly to support Mr. Roosevelt. 

According to Dr. William J. Thompkins, 
president of the National Colored Democratic 
Association, the total Negro vote was 4,296,- 
469 in 1936 and will be 5,145,762 this year. 
With an organized labor majority in combi- 
nation, these voters might make the balance 
of power in [Illinois, Indiana, Kentucky, 
Maryland, Michigan, Missouri, New York, 
Ohio and Pennsylvania. This group of 
states casts a total of 205 electoral votes. 

The states in which the farm vote is a 
heavy factor are Colorado, Idaho, Illinois, 
Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Michigan, Minnesota, 
Missouri, Montana, Nebraska, Nevada, North 
Dakota, Ohio, South Dakota, Utah, Wiscon- 
sin and Wyoming (outside the South). If 
the Republicans can recapture the larger 
percentages of the farm votes in these states, 
even if they have failed to do the same thing 
with the Negro and organized labor voters, 
their chances to win the 186 electoral units 
will be very good, 
F * 


A Republican recapture of a goodly per- 
centage of the labor group—plus a turn in 
the farm votes—could control the result in 
New York, Pennsylvania, Massachusetts, 
Connecticut, Illinois, Ohio, Indiana, West 
Virginia, Michigan, California, Washington 
and Oregon. The electoral votes of this 
bloc total 239. A national election is won 
with 266 votes. 

In 1936, the total vote for all presidential 
candidates was about 45,647,000, and Mr. 
Roosevelt’s plurality and majority were both 
very large. But in many states, shifts of on- 
ly a few per cent would have altered the 
result, and this must be remedied in es- 
timating the consequences of even a small 
1940 shift in the various groups. 

Practical politicians will understand that 
percentages—not the great majorities and 
pluralities—are the figures to watch. That 
is why they check each precinct carefully 
for a drift, however small. A change of 
mind by a handful of persons in every 
block of the cities in the most populous 
states could cause a sweeping victory to 
be succeeded by a narrow squeak or a 


defeat. 


Iron Ore: Genesis 


of the New War 


HE German invasion of Denmark and 
Norway testifies to the importance of 
Swedish iron ore to the Reich. Swedish ore, 
free from phosphorous, is regarded as the 
best in Europe. Germany has been using 
30,000,000 tons of ore a year. One-third of 
this is produced at home and is of a poor 
grade. One-third has come from Sweden 
and the rest has been scraped up from 
neighboring countries and from scrap. 

The richest Swedish mines are in the far 
north, some 130 miles north of the Arctic 
Circle. From here the ore has been shipped 
to Narvik, the nearst seaport, in Norway, 
about 175 miles. Thence it has been going 
by sea inside Norwegian waters to Ger- 
many. The interruption of this sea route 
by the British navy proved a serious matter 
to Germany. : 

In summer, the ore can be shipped direct- 
ly to a nearby Swedish port in the Gulf of 
Bothnia. But now the gulf is icebound. So 
for the present, the Germans must depend 
on the rail route—a long haul through Swe- 
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pop and other evil ways,

The seizure of Denmark and the attack 
on Norway may have a double purpose— 
first to frighten the small neutrals into re- 
sisting the pressure of the Allied blockade, 
and, second, to button up control of the en- 
trance to the Baltic. 

The German announcement that Denmark 
and Norway have been taken under the 
“protection” of the Reich is the conventional 
German statement for military invasion. 
Both Austria and Czecho-Slovakia were 
taken under German “protection.” This 
merely has meant that they have been made 
Germah provinces. 

The procedure demonstrates once more 
to the small neutrals that their independ- 
ence would disappear if Germany were dom- 
inant in Europe. What the Nazis call the 
“lordly race” of Germans would be masters, 
and the populations would be reduced to the 
grade of servants, to be hewers of wood and 
drawers of water for their conquerors.

EAST SIDE VOTING 


English Faction, Covert Al- 
ly, Gets 3 of 5 Nominees 
on Levee Board, on Un- 
official Returns. 


With three candidates supported 
by John T. English, East St. Louis 
Finance Commissioner, 
for posts on the five-member East 
Side Levee Board, Dan McGlynn, 
East St. Louis Republican boss with 


whom English is covertly aligned, 
emerges as the leader who will have 
a domnant finger in the pie in the 
board after the general elections 
n November. 

According to complete but unof- 
ficial returns of Tuesday’s primary 
election, the English candidates 
nosed out three incumbents sup-|' 
ported by John J. Hallihan, Demo- 
cratic boss, who succeeded in nom- 
inating only two incumbents. 
Whichever way the vote swings in 
the general election, McGlynn is as- 
sured of victory, for the three En- 
glish-McGlynn candidates can lose 
only to the slate of Republicans 
supported openly by McGlynn. 

McGlynn in the Saddle. 

The Levee Board, for more than 
12 years the stronghold of the Dem- 
ocratic faction led by Hallihan, is 
a valuable political prize because 
of the large number of jobs it can 
distribute as patronage. With the 
board under his control, McGlynn 
would be just about undisputed boss 
of East St. Louis. He dominates the 
City Council, of which English is a 
member, the East Side Park 
Board, and has a strong influence 
with the East St. Louis Board of 
Education. 

Survivors on the Hallihan slate 
are Stephen H. Kernan, president 
of the board, who received 18,627 
votes, and Alvin G. Fields, with 19,- 
251. Successful candidates on the 
English slate were B. O. Cooper, 
assistant superintendent of parks, 
who received 18,139 votes; Dan 
Foley, city superintendent of 
streets, 20,740, and Harry Odum, 
18,358. 

Unsuccessful Hallihan candidates 
were William Knaus, 18,075 votes; 
Thomas Meehan, 17,789; and Wal- 
ter Colligan, 16,381. Defeated 
English candidates were Kenneth 
Ogle, 17,188 and Niel Hickey, 17,- 
613. 

Cooper’s 64-vote lead over 
Knaus might be upset in the of- 
ficial canvass. If this should oc- 
cur, the political complexion of the 
situation would be _ drastically 
altered, for MHallihan -members 
would then be in the majority. 

Republicans Outnumbered. 

Democratic voters in St. Clair 
County outnumbered Republicans 
about two and one-half to one, the 
vote being 47,331 to 17,091. The 
presidential preference vote was 
36,929 for President Roosevelt to 
4273 for Vice-President Garner, a 
proportion of almost nine to one. 
On the Republican ballot, Thomas 
E. Dewey, who was unopposed, re- 
ceived 13,151 votes. 

State Representative Calvin D. 
Johnson, seeking the Republican 
nomination for Congressman from 
the Twenty-second Illinois District, 
received 17,386 votes in unofficial 
returns, defeating Jesse R. Brown, 
with 16,249. In the general elec- 
tions next November, Johnson will 
meet Congressman Edwin M. 
Schaefer; who was renominated on 
the Democratic ballot by an over- 
whelming vote. 

In the hotly-contested Democratic 
race for the post on the St. Clair 
County Board of Review, Eugene 
Hayes, incumbent aligned with Hal- 
lihan, received 20,003 votes, de- 
feating John J. Keeley, an English 
candidate, with 15,163. 

Coroner Leo L. Madden, seeking 
renomination, was defeated by Dr. 
C. C. Kane on the Democratic bal- 
lot. Dr. E. L. Rauth, on the Re- 
publican ballot, was unopposed. 

John J. Hallihan defeated Mayor 
Robert Dron of Madison for Demo- 
cratic State Central Committeeman. 
McGlynn defeated C, Parker Levis 
in the Republican contest. 

Frank Holten Sr. and J. L. Wel- 
linghoff won the Democratic nom- 
ination as Representatives in the 
General Assembly. Max L. Bowler 
and William H. Horner were 
winners in the Republican contest. 
Three of the four candidates will 
be elected in the general elections. 

In the contest for the two posts 
on the St. Clair County Board of 
Assessors, Ollie A. Roberts and 
George A. Halpin were successful 
Democrats and Ed Lehman and A. 
J. Hepp were winning Republicans. 

Madison County Nominees. 

In Madison County, State’s Attor- 
ney R. W. Griffith, a Republican, 
who was elected in 1938 to fill an 
unexpired term, was renominated 
by a huge majority. C. W. Bur- 
ton was unopposed on the Demo- 
cratic ballot. 

In the contests for the posts on 
the Board of Review and Board of 
Assessors, which are to be created 
if the current census shows the 
county has a population in excess 
of 150,000, the winners, Democrats 
and Republicans, respectively, 
were: For the two-year term on 
the Board of Review, Harry T. 
Mahoney and John B. Coppinger; 
for the four-year term, Leonard 
May and Leland C. Smith; for the 
six-year term, Edward Hagnauer 
and Orville E. Hodge; for the two- 
year term on the Board of Asses- 
sors, Olva R. Odum and Jacob Ryd- 
gig; for the four-year term, Ed- 
ward J. Miller and Harry D. Reedy; 
for the six-year term, James P. 
Gorman and Roy M. Lynn.

“SECTION 11. 
DEFINITIONS. 

In addition to the definitions con- 
tained in section 7, the following 
definitions are prescribed: 

“A The terms ‘Norway’ and 
‘Denmark,’ respectively, mean the 
state and the Government of Nor- 
way and Denmark on April §&8, 
1940, and any political subdivisions, 
agencies and instrumentalities 
thereof, including territories, de- 
pendencies and possession, and all 
persons acting or purporting to act 
directly or indirectly for the bene- 
fit or on behalf of the foregoing. 
The terms ‘Norway’ and ‘Denmark,’ 
respectively, shall also include any 
and all other governments (includ- 
ing political subdivisions, agencies, 
and instrumentalities thereof and 
persons acting or purporting to act 
directly or indirectly for the benefit 
or on behalf thereof) to the extent 
and only to the extent that such 
governments exercise or claim to 
exercise de jure or de facto sov- 
ereignty over the area which, on 
April 8, 1940, constituted Norway 
or Denmark. 

“B. The term ‘national’ of Nor- 
way or Denmark shall include any 
person who has been or whom 
there is reasonable cause to be- 
lieve has been domiciled in, or a 
subject, citizen or resident of Nor- 
way or Denmark at any time since 
April 8, 1940, but shall not include 
any individual domiciled and resid- 
ing in the United States on April 
8, 1940, and shall also include any 
partnership, association, or other 
organization, including any corpo- 
ration organized under the laws of, 
or which on April 8, 1940, had its 
principal place of business in Nor-

way or Denmark or which on) 


or after such date has been 
controlled by, or a substantial part 
of the stock, shares, bonds, deben- 
tures, or other securities of which 
has been owned or controlled by, 
directly or indirectly, one or more 
persons, who have been, or whom 
there is reasonable cause to be- 
lieve have been, domiciled in, or the 
subjects, citizens or residents of 
Norway or Denmark at any time 
on or since April 8, 1940, and all 
persons acting or purporting to act 
directly or indirectly for the bene- 
fit or on behalf of the foregoing. 


“C. The term ‘banking institu- 
tion’ as used in section 9 includes 
any person engaged primarily or 
incidentally in the business of 
banking, of granting or transfer- 
ring credits, or of purchasing or 
selling foreign exchange or pro- 
curing purchasers and sellers there- 
of, as principal or agent, or any 
person holding credits for others 
as a direct or incidental part of 
his business, or brokers; and, each 
principal, agent, home office, 
branch or correspondent of any 
person so engaged shall be regard- 
ed as a separate ‘banking institu- 
tion.’ 

“SECTION 12. ADDITIONAL 
REGULATIONS. 

The regulations of November 12, 

1934, are hereby modified insofar 


as they are inconsistent with the 


provisions of sections 9 to 11, in- 
clusive, of this order, and except 


as so modified are hereby contin- 


ued in full force and effect. The 
Secretary of the Treasury is au- 
thorized and empowered to pre- 


scribe from time to time regula- 


tions to carry out the purposes 
of sections 9 to 11, inclusive, of this 


order as amended, and to provide 


in such regulations or by ruling 
made pursuant thereto, the con- 


ditions under which licenses may 


be granted by such agencies as the 
Secretary of the Treasury may des- 
ignate.” 


TEXT OF COMBAT 
ZONE PROCLAMATION 


HE text of President Roosevelt's 
proclamation defining new war 
zone combat areas follows: 


By the President of the United 
States of America. 
A proclamation. 

Whereas Section 3 of the Joint 
Resolution of Congress approved 
Nov. 4, 1939, provides as follows: 

“(A) Whenever the President 
shall have issued a proclamation 
under the authority of Section 1 
(A), and he shall thereafter find 
that the protection of citizens of the 
United States so requires, he shall, 
by proclamation, define combat 
areas, and thereafter it shall be un- 
lawful, except under such rules and 
regulations as may be prescribed, 
for any citizen of the United States 
or any American vessel to proceed 
into or through any such combat 
area. The combat areas so defined 
may be made to apply to surface 
vessels or aircraft, or both. 

“(B) In case of the violation of 
any of the provisions of this section 
by any American vessel, or any 
owner or officer thereof, such ves- 
sel, owner, or officer shall be fined 
not more than $50,000 or imprisoned 
for not more than five years, or 
both. Should the owner of such 
vessel be a corporation, organiza- 
tion, or association, each officer or 
director participating in the viola- 
tion shall be liable to the penalty 
hereinabove prescribed. In case of 
the violation of this section by any 
citizen traveling as a passenger, 
such passenger may be fined not 
more than $10,000 or imprisoned for 
not more than two years, or both. 

“(C) The President may from 
time to time modify or extend any 
proclamation issued under the au- 
thority of this section, and when; 
the conditions which shall have 
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he shall revoke such proclamation 
and the provisions of this section 
shall thereupon cease to apply, ex- 
cept as to offenses committed prior 
to such revocation.” 

And whereas it is further provid- 


ed by Section 13 of the said joint 
resolution that 


“The President may, from time 
to time, promulgate such rules and 
regulations, not inconsistent with 
law as may be necessary and prop- 
er to carry out any of the provi- 
sions of this joint resolution; and 
he may exercise any power or au- 
thority conferred on him by this 
joint resolution through such of- 
ficer or officers, or agency or agen- 
cies, as he shall direct.” 


And whereas on Nov. 4, 1939, I 
issued a proclamation in accord- 
ance with the provision of law quot- 
ed above defining a combat area. 


Now, therefore, I, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, President of the United 
States of America, acting under 
and by virtue of the authority con- 
ferred on me’ by Section 3 of the 
joint resolution of Congress ap- 
proved Nov. 4, 1939, do hereby ifnd 
that the protection of citizens of the 
United States requires that there 
be an extension of the combat area 
defined in my proclaamtion of Nov. 
4, 1939, through or into which ex- 
tended combat area it shall be un- 
lawful, except under such rules 
and regulations as may be pre- 
scribed, for any citizen of the 
United States or any American 
vessel, whether a surface vessel or 
an aircraft, to proceed. 


And I do hereby define the ex-| 


tended combat area as follows: 
All the navigable waters within 
the limits set forth hereafter. 


Beginning at the intersection of 
the north coast of Spain with the 
meridian of 2 degrees 45 minutes 
longitude west of Greenwich; 

Thence due north to a point in 
43 degrees 54 minutes north lati- 
tude; 

Thence by a rhumb line to a 
point in 45 degrees north latitude, 


20 degrees west longitude; 

Thence.due north to 58 degrees 
north latitude; 

Thence by a rhumb line to a 
point in 76 degrees 30 minutes 
north latitude, 16 degrees 35 min- 
utes east longitude; 

Thence by a rhumb line to a 
point in 70 degrees north latitude, 
44 degrees east longitude; 

Thence due south to the main- 
land of the Union of Soviet Social- 
ist Republics; 

Thence along the coastline of the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, 
Finland, Norway, Sweden, the Bal- 
tic Sea and dependent waters thére- 
of, Germany, Denmark, The Neth- 
erlands, Belgium, France and Spain 
to the point of beginning. 

And I do hereby enjoin upon all 
officers of the United States, 
chatged with the execution of the 
laws thereof, the utmost diligence 
in preventing violations of the said 
joint resolution and in bringing to 
trial and punishment any offenders 
against the same. 

And I do hereby delegate the 
Secretary of State the power to 
exercise any power or authority 
conferred on me by the said joint 
resolution as made effective by this 
my proclamation issued thereunder, 


which is not specifically delegated by 


executive order to some other of- 
ficers or agency of this Govern- 
ment, and the power to promulgate 
such rules and regulations not in 
consistent with law as may be aly 
essary and proper to carry out any | ¢ 
of its provisions. 

In witness whereof, I have here- 
unto set my hand and caused the 
seal of the United States of America 
to be affixed. 

Done at the City of Washington 
this tenth day of April, in the year 
of our Lord nineteen hundred and 
forty, and of the independence of 
the United States of America the 
one hundred and sixty-fourth.

Twenty-two Amino ‘Acids 
Make Up This Substance 
Which Builds Body Tissue. 


“If there were any one ‘secret 
of life’ prottin might be considered 
to be at the heart of it, since pro- 
tein is the essential stuff of which 
all living tissue is made,” so says 
ed Yearbook of Agriculture for 

Protein is used for building tissue 
throughout the body. It makes up 
the chief part of the muscles, tissues 
and organs on the inside, as well 
as the skin, hair, and nails on the 
outside. 

Of course, no simple substance 
could perform so many different 
functions, So it is not surprising to 
find that protein is really a num- 
ber of different substances, Each 
of these proteins is made up of 
simpler materials, called the amino 
acids. These amino acids are 


formed when the proteins of food| 


are digested; and it is the amino 
acids that are actually used to build 
body tissues and flvids. 

So far, 22 amino acids have been 
found to make up proteins. These 
amino acids may be compared to 
the letters of the alphabet. 
the letters of the alphabet combine 
to form words, these amino acids 
combine to form food proteins, and 
as the different words combine to 
form sentences, the proteins in turn 
combine to form living tissue, 

A food is like a whole sentence. 
The words are taken apart in the 
digestive system and reduted to 
letters, or amino acids. The letters 
or amino acids are carried by the 
blood to all organs, all cells. Each 
cell or organ takes the particular 
letters it needs and rearranges 
them into new words or proteins, 
which make new sentences. 

Build Tissue. ' 

When the cells take these amino 
acids, they make them into new 
proteins to be used for a number of 
different purposes. Probably the 
chief function of the proteins is to 
build tissue. That is why there is 
a special demand for protein dur- 
ing childhood, when the body is 
growing.. But both children and 
grown folks also need protein to re- 
pair old tissue, as it wears out. 

However, proteins not only serve 
as the material for building and 
repairing tissues. They are also be- 
lieved to play an important role 
in the formation of hormones and 
enzymes—the mysterious substances 
that regulate many of the inside 
body functions, upon which life 
and health depend. 

In addition to these functions, 
the body also can use proteins as 
a source of fuel to keep the body 
warm and to supply energy for 
work and play. But proteins are 
not burned completely in the body, 
as there are waste products left 
that must be eliminated. Another 
disadvantage is that proteins are 
expensive sources of energy—when 
compared with sugars, starches and 
fats. 

So it seems best to use proteins 
chiefly to furnish amino acids for 
the building and repair of tissues, 
and the formation of the import- 
ant harmones and enzymes. 

Practically the whole alphabet of 
22 amino acids is used to make the 
proteins that compose a human 
being. But the really high quality 
proteins are the “complete” pro- 
teins that contain all of the amino 
acids that the body must get from 
food. 

Amino Acids. 

Milk, cheese, é¢ggs, meat and fish 
supply generous amounts of com- 
plete proteins. For children, who 
need a good supply of protein, milk 
is considered the best source. Not 
only does milk contain complete 
proteins, but it is also rich in car- 
bohydrates, fats and certain need- 
ed minerals and vitamins. The 
proteins of muscle meat do not 
rank as high as those of eggs or 
milk; but meat organs are rich in 
proteins of high nutritive value. 

Nuts also contain protein. But 
they are usually considered as 
sources of fat, rather than of pro- 
tein. 

Most of the cereals and legume 
seeds, such as peas and beans, do 
not contain all of the essential 
amino acids to make them com- 
plete proteins. But the soybean 
offers an exception to this rule. 
When the soybean is headed, it 
becomes a complete protein and has 
all the amino acids needed for the 
growth and repair of body tissue. 

Fortunately, the amino acids 
that are lacking in one food may 
be fairly abundant in another. 
When two such “incomplete” pro- 
teins are eaten together, they form 
a mixture 6f complete protein. For 
example, cereals do not contain all 
of the essential amino acids. But 
milk has the kind of protein that 
is needed to supply what the cereal 
protein lacks. So if cereal is served 
with milk, it becomes a complete 
protein. 

Cooking protein foods the right 
way also is important. Milk dishes, 
cheese dishes, meats and eggs all 
need to be cooked at an even, mod- 
erate temperature. Slow cooking 
at a moderate heat is the best way 
to insure tender protein foods, and 
to make the finished dishes as ap- 
petizing as possible.

‘Three Meetings Here to 


Choose Six for Philadel- 


phia—Expected to Avoid 
Presidential Question. 


Three congressional district meet- 
ings will be held here tomorrow to 
select delegates to the Republican 
National Convention in Philadel- 
phia. The delegates to the district 
gatherings will be largely the same 
men and women chosen in mass 
meetings yesterday in the 28 city 
wards and the eight St. Louis 


County townships to serve in the 
Republican State Convention at 
Hotel Jefferson, April 26. 

Leaders expect that the district 
conventions will refrain, as the 
ward and township sessions did, 
from voicing preferences in the 
presidential contest. 

Powerful backing was given in 
the ward and township meetings 
to the candidacy of Barak T. Mat- 
tingly, St. Louis lawyer and chair- 
man of the Republican State Com- 
mittee, for the party’s national 
committeeman from Missouri. He 
is opposing Arthur M. Curtis, 
Springfield lawyer, the incumbent. 

City and county delegates in- 
structed to vote for Mattingly 
numbered 324. His supporters 
have counted about 200 out-State 
instructed for him, in addition to 
some less formal pledges. There 
will be 1400 delegates at the State 
convention, which will make the 
choice, In 27 of the 28 city wards, 
Mattingly gained the unanimous 
support of 233 delegates, only the 
big Twenty-fourth Ward refrain- 
ing from giving instructions. He 
also got all 91 votes from St. Louis 
County. 

At the meeting in the Twenty- 
fourth Ward, at 4704 Hampton ave- 
nue, which picked 23 delegates, 
Tyree C. Derrick, a lawyer, one of 
the delegates, proposed that the 
group be uninstructed. He said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that the 
object was to avoid being “co- 
erced” and made to act “like 
sheep.” The situation, he said, 
might represent opposition to Mat- 
tingly, although the ward delega- 
tion might vote for Mattingly, but 
they wished to be free to vote for 
Curtis if they desired. 

Mrs. Ruby Koelling, committee- 
woman of the ward, explained that 
she would support Mrs. Carl Crome 
of Clinton for national committee- 
woman, if Mrs. Crome ran, but that 
Mrs. Crome would not stay in the 
contest if Curtis fought it out with 
Mattingly. The hope that a con- 
vention struggle between Curtis and 
Mattingly could be avoided was ex- 
pressed by Mrs. Koelling. James 
G. Blaine, the ward committeeman, 
was out of the city today. 

All the St. Louis ward meetings 
avoided expressions on the race for 
national committeewoman, with 
the idea that this should be left to 
out-State delegates to settle, since 
the city was interested in the choice 
of committeeman. Mrs. John N. 
Wyeth of St. Joseph, incumbent, has 
announced that she would retire. 
Candidates include Mrs. Victor H. 
Remley of Liberty, Mrs. William C. 
Irwin of Jefferson City and Mrs. 
Gladys Berger Stewart of Ava, a 
State Representative. 

In three instances it was an- 
nounced that ward meetings in- 
dorsed their city committee mem- 
bers for re-election in the August 
primary—Henry Finkelstein and 
Mrs. Sabra W. Parker, Fifth 
Ward; Louis E. Miller and Mrs. 
Hattie Moore, Seventeenth, and 
Arthur R. Brunk and Mrs. Mary 
Detchemendy, Twenty-seventh. 

District meetings tomorrow, 
which are expected to confine their 
actions largely to selection of two 
delegates each to the national con-

Avoiding Commitments.

35 delegates to the State conven- 
tion in favor of Curtis. Counties 
whose delegations are claimed for 
Mattingly, however, include But- 
ler, Jefferson, Stoddard, Holt, Cape 
Girardeau, Crawford, Ralls and 
Washington. 

Besides electing the national 
committeeman and committeewom- 
an, the State convention will elect 
four delegates at large to the na- 
tional convention and pass on the 
26 delegates named by the 13 con- 
gressional districts.

war may solve is how far—within: 
narrow or coastal waters—modern 
air power has altered the old con- 
ditions under which sea power used 
to function.

While the struggle proceeds, the 
Allies have not been idle elsewhere 


—they have blockaded the German 
ships, which had entered the Nor- 
wegian ports on the Atlantic, and 
have, as confirmed by the Swedish 
General Staff from “Norwegian of- 
ficial sources,” retaken the ports 
of Bergen and Trondheim. Since 
the forces for this purpose must 
have been very hastily organized 
and ‘loaded on board ship, and 
since there was little apparent de- 
lay in their reoccupation of the 
Norwegian cities ,it is probable 
(a) that the: German forces in- 
volved were not large; (b) that the 
Allies had considerable Norwegian 
help. 

At Narvik there was a fight, un- 
der circumstances which remain 
obscure, between five British “H” 
class destroyers and six somewhat 
larger and better gunned German 
destroyers, with the result that the 
British lost two of their ships and 
the others, some of them damaged, 
were driven off. 


Norway Stiffening. 

Meanwhile the Norwegians ap- 
pear to have taken heart of grace 
from the fierce swiftness of the 
British reaction to their situation, 
and are reported stiffening their 
resistance to the German attempt 
to move inland from Oslo. Vol- 
unteers are reported joining in 
this resistance. As a matter of 
fact, of. the six military area head- 


quarters of Norway, four (Oslo, 
Bergen, Kristianstad and Trond- 
heim) fell into German hands at 
the very outset, with the probable 
resulting loss of all the administra- 
tive machinery of mobilization 
and a great part of the arms, ar- 
\illery, munitions and stores. Un- 
der these conditions, to mobilize a 
militia army like the Norwegian; 
dependent almost entirely on citi- 
zen soldiers, becomes a most diffi- 
cult if not impossible matter and 
resort must be had to any sort of 
improvised force which can offer 
a little resistance and delay the 
enemy’s advance until help arrives. 
In the north, fighting is going on 
in the vicinity of Tromso, and there 
is a report that the British are try- 
ing to land at Narvik. 

Of’ course the Germans must have 
foreseen all this. They could not 
have supposed that the British 
would quietly stand by and see

Sweden’s Armed Forces. 


It is very probable that the Brit- 
ish forces which landed at Bergen 
and Trondheim were Royal Mar- 
ines, or perhaps a few scratch bat- 
talions of infantry hastily picked 
up from the nearest training cen- 
ters. Whether and when they can 
be followed up by really large 


forces, organized and equipped for 
mobile warfare on a large scale, 
is a question of primary import- 
ance. If the Allies still have in 
hand, with any of its shipping 
ready, the expeditionary force 
(reputedly 100,000 men) which they 
were preparing to send to the as- 
sistance of Finland, this may make 
a great deal of difference in the 
Norwegian struggle. If Sweden 
comes in, or is forced in by Ger- 
man action, not only the well 
equipped though small Swedish 
army would be thrown into the 
scale, but the Swedish air force of 
about 5000 modern planes, and the 
Swedish fleet, which has three 
pocket battleships, an _ aircraft 
cruiser and a number of modern 
destroyers and submarines. This 
would not be able to do much 
against the Germans ordinarily, but 
with the German fleet engaged in 
a life or death struggle in the 
Skagerrak the Swedes might make 
a dangerous diversion in the Baltic, 
cutting off important German com. 
munications in that sea. 

The losses sustained by each side 
in the naval fighting are as yet un- 
certain, though the Germans admit 
the loss of the heavy cruiser Blue- 
cher and the light cruiser Karls- 
ruhe from the fire of Norwegian 
coast artillery—respectively in Oslo- 
fjord and ‘at Kristianstad. This in- 
dicates a rash overconfidence on 
the part of the Germans which is 
rather surprising. The small regu- 
lar detachments of the Norwegian 
coast artillery have reason for sol- 
dierly pride. The Norwegian navy 
seems to have conducted itself in 
accordance with the best traditions 
of sea warfare, as indeed is only 
to be expected of Norse seamen. 
The old coast defense ships Norge 
and Eidsvold went down with cok 
ors flying, torpedoed by German 
destroyers they had fired on; a 
small torpedo boat sank a German

CASE RECORDS

ASE P-111: Maude J., aged 52, is a foster aunt of mine, 
C weighing 220. 

“Hello, is this Dr. Crane?” a strange voice greeted me on 

the telephone the other morning. “Well, this is Officer Ryan of 

the police department. We have a 


woman here who had a stroke 
while driving her car. She said 
for us to call you. What § shall 


we do?” 

So I asked him to bring her 
home in the ambulance. The left 
side of her body was paralyzed, 
including her leg, arm and face 
She could not talk distinctly, for 
the left half of her mouth would 
not function. Now, after three 
weeks, she has regained use of her 
leg and arm, and seems headed for 
an uneventful convalescence. I 
cite this case today to show the 
mutual tie-up between mind and body. Her blood pressure nor- 
mally has been around 160 or 170. Two years ago I tried to get 
her to go on a diet, for Mrs. Crane and I decided we ought 
to take off some of our surplus upholstery, too. At that time 
I reduced 30 pounds and Mrs, Crane, 20 pounds. 
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MY AUNT'S weight is excessive. Her blood pressure seems 
to be directly related to her weight. So we had hoped to have 
her reduce by 60 or 70 pounds. But she couldn't forego rich 
foods. Her knife and fork, therefore, almost dug her grave. 
In fact, she literally had one foot and leg in the grave, but man- 
aged to pull them out this time. 


Obesity is also one of the greatest hazards to romance and 
domestic happiness. Husbands cannot feel very romantic about 
a veritable hippopotamus. Neither can a wife wax Cleopatra- 
ish about a waddling walrus. But the rolls of fat around our 
waistline and elsewhere are literally the cushions of death. 
They overload our heart and kidneys. They place undue strain 
upon the joints of the hip, knee and ankle. And they often 
raise the blood pressure dangerously. 
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NOT ALL HIGH blood pressure, however, is due to obesity. 
Some people who are as skinny as a rail may have blood pres- 
sures in the neighborhood of 250. But many fat people will 


find that a loss of 25 to 50 pounds will show a significant de- - 


crease in their blood pressure. I had a patient recently who 

lost 50 pounds of weight and thereby reduced her blood pressure 

exactly 50 pounds. It was a coincidence that she dropped a point 
per pound. 

My aunt’s usual blood pressure has been around 160 to 170. 
But on that fatal dey she rushed up and down stairs a couple 
of times. Then she drove hurriedly to South Chicago for an 
errand, after which she was to drive to the north side to see a 
sick friend. The excitement of driving her car in a traffic 
jam, plus the exertion and nervous strain, probably elevated 
her blood pressure an extra 50 points. When the police brought 
her home, I found her blood pressure to be 220. It simply burst 
@ blood bessel in her brain.

The Value of 
Education in 
Cancer Fight

Logan Clendening, M. D. 


HE first and most important 
Teiement in the fight against 

cancer is the progress and im- 
provement in technical methods of 
care. The second great weapon Is 
research. The third is education 
of the public. As the first two 
claim new victories, which they are 
every year doing, education be- 
comes more and more important, 
because the cure of cancer is essen- 
tially the individual's responsibil- 
ity. 

It is a personal problem. It can- 
not be checked or controlled by 
public health vigilance. It does not 
depend upon any environment fac- 
tor, such as the purity of water, 
or uncontaminated food, or quaran- 
tine of affected individuals, which 
are weapons in other diseases and 
are under the management of the 
public health departments. 

The greatest element in the good 
results that we are having in can- 
cer is what is called “courageous 
fear.” “Courageous fear” consists 
in the determination to find out 
about suspicious symptoms early, 
the nerve to to face the facts and 
the willingness to submit to treat- 
ment that will eliminate the danger. 

Cancer control is helped by edu- 
cation through (1) public talks, 
magazine and newspaper articles, 
(2) radio talks, and (3) the use of 
libraries, leading to early treatment 
by (1) surgery, (2) radium and (3) 
X-ray, the only approved treat- 
ments. 

The new low temperature treat- 
ment is a possible adjunct which 
has not been thoroughly evaluated 
as yet. But we can say definitely 
that it controls intractable pain in 
late stages. 
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A MOST IMPORTANT part of 
the educational campaign is to in- 
sist that these methods are the only 
ones which up to the present have 
been found to have any value. It 
cannot be too emphatically insisted 
that the use of serum of any kind 
yet discovered, is just as dangerous 
as the cancer itself. This goes for 
all other forms of treatments— 
pastes, caustics, etc. Their use 
wastes the precious time when real 
treatment could be employed. 

Early diagnosis, early consulta- 
tion about suspicious matters, is 
the watchword of successful treat- 
ment. It is here, particularly, that 
the individual must be willing to 
aid. 

The commonest forms of curable 


cancer can be easily recognized by 
the person who has them. These 


are cancer of the skin and of the 
breast.

NY reliable voice instructor, or 

great singer, will tell you that 

voice quality and versatility is 
most dependent upon proper breath- 
ing. Those of you who have stri- 
dent voices, voices which irritate 
instead of attract, will do well to 
practice deep breathing exercises 
every day. In fact, most women 
could improve their voice tone and 
delivery by making such exercises 
part of their daily exercise program. 

The morning, just after arising, 
is the best time to do these exer- 
cises—out in the open air if you can, 
or before an open window. No 
deep breathing exercises should be 
practiced directly after any meal— 
three hours should elapse. 

‘Vina Bovy, lovely coloratura so- 
prano of the Metropolitan Opera, 
recommends these simple, easy-to- 
do breathing exercises. She, her- 
self, has found them most benefi- 
cial. 

Stand erect, with both hands at 
your. sides, head up, eyes looking 
forward. 

(a) Exhale energetically, saying 
“ssss” between your teeth, to clear 
your lungs, 

(b) Place your hands on your 
hips. Inhale a complete breath 
moderately fast; hold for a few 
seconds; exhale slowly saying 
“sssssss.” Keep the chest high 
as long as possible and-do not let 
it sink until the last part of the 
breath is let out of your lungs. 

(c) Take several cleansing breaths 
and repeat (a) and ‘b) several 


times. This has a very definite 
tonic effect. It peps you up imme- 
diately. 


For greater lung capacity: Stand 
jn good posture, with arms at sides. 

(a) Exhale energetically, saying

THE SCHOOL term in its larger 
rhythm follows the sam plan.

HOUSANDS of letters have 
come piling onto my desk dur- 
ing these war times, telling me 
what people to hate and how much.

I am an American. My blood is 
as mixed as any that ever beat be- 
neath our national flag, including 
our muchly advertised Mayflower 
commuters.

If the vulnerability 
had been on an even basis there 
would be no doubt that he should 
have passed, but considering his 
own opportunity for a vulnerable 
game against non-vulnerable oppo 
nents, his takeout to three hearts 
was justified. 


West opened the king of clubs 
and, after seeing the dummy and 
receiving the small club signal from 
East, promptly shifted to a trump. 
Declarer allowed this to ride to his 
own hand, taking East's queen with 
the king. A heart was led back to 
the ace and now declarer ruffed a 
club. The lead of the jack of 
hearts disclosed what declarer had 
already strongly suspected, namely, 
that the trumps did not break and 
that East had a sure trump trick. 
Next, guided by East's spade bid, 
declarer led a low spade to the king 
and on the spade return the finesse 
was taken against East's jack; then 
the ace was laid down, after which 
dummy was entered with the ace of 
diamonds. The queen of spades was 
cashed, declarer discarding a dia- 
mond, and now it was an easy mat- 
ter for declarer to insure his tenth 
trick by leading the fifth spade and 
ruffing with his last heart. Easts 
high trump had to be wasted on 
the forced ruff of one of his part- 


ner’s good diamond tricks, 
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likely to be full-length or nearly so, |
